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From all indications the Sidewalk 
Sale and Flea Market held here last 
Friday was a big success. It would 
have been nice if more people had 
brought their goods to town to sell, but 
all in all it was a real good day. There 
were a lot of people in town and 
everyone seemed to have a good time. 
I hope that the Retail Trade 
Com m ittee will 
come 
up with 
something similar to this on a regular 
basis. It would be good for everyone 
concerned if some kind of special 
event could be staged about every 
three months. 


I hope that the courts will throw out 
the redistricting bill passed by the 
legislature that divides Jones County 
into two different districts. It appears 
now that there is no question but what 
the case will be taken to the courts as 
soon as the Governor signs the bill. 
There isn’t anything wrong with the 
district that the west half of Jones 
County, including Hamlin, was put in 
and there probably isn’t anything 
wrong with the district the rest of 
Jones County was put in, but the 
whole county is likely to suffer by 
being in two different districts. Jones 
County is one of the larger of the West 
Texas Counties and should muster 
some weight in legislature but not by 
being divided. 
I can foresee a number of problems 
that could face us with the county 
divided this way. Most local problems 
that deal with the legislature or 
problems that the legislature can help 
solve are county-wide in scope and it 
is likely that things will be a little 
more involved in trying to deal with 
them. 
It appears that Jones County was a 
victim of fallout in the effort by House 
Speaker Mutscher to eliminate all 
those who opposed him during the 
past session. While the problem 
wasn’t in this area the committee 
evidently started where the problems 
were and then just patched up what 
was left over to make the districts 
come out even. 
From the news stories coming out 
of Austin since the legislature ad­ 
journed it would appear that in the 
process of doing this Mutscher made 
a whole lot more enemies than he did 
friends. He started out opposing the 
re-election of the so called “dirty 30“ 
who opposed him and now it looks like 
he will be lucky if he can come up with 
30 that back him. 
If it were not for the fact that we 
will have to live with the results of 
redistricting for IO years, barring a 
court ordered change, it would be 
some consolation that the legislature 
just gets 
to 
make 
a 
mess 
of 
redistricting every IO years. 
Congressman Omar Burleson came 
out better in the Congressional 
redistricting than it first looked like 
he might. He lost some counties and 
gained some but all in all he came out 
in pretty good shape. It first looked 
like he would be moved over to the 
point where he would have to have a 
big part of Fort Worth in his district. 
It is hard to find anything common 
between the needs of Fort Worth and 
the needs of Hamlin. 
I suspect that since Lt. Gov. Ben 
Barnes lives in Burleson’s district 
this had something to do with his 
coming out as well as he did. 
As far as the State Senate is con­ 
cerned the legislature failed to come 
up with a redistricting bill and the 
matter will have to be handled by a 
special committee. While this method 
is used only when the legislature fails 
to do the job, I suspect that in the long 
run there would be less politics in­ 
volved if all of the redistricting was 
done by special committees. It is hard 
for a legislator not to think of his own 
political future before he thinks about 
anything else. 
Unless the committee that works on 
the Senatorial district goes ott on a 
new tangent, it is likely that Jones 
County will remain in the district 
being served by David Ratliff of 
Stamford.

What’s new about the great 
Am erican 
tradition, 
the 
ham burger? 
Only 
the 
variations you might add to 
come up with a different taste 
treat of the old and ever popular 
favorite. T raditionally, the 
hamburger has been around a 
long, long time, having had its 
origin in a restaurant back of 
the waterfront in — where elese 
— Hamburg, Germany., 
The story is that in 1891, Otto 
Kuase, a cook in the restaurant 
back of the waterfront, made a 
sandwich which the sailors who 
stopped at the port liked ex­ 
tremely well, and , in 1894, some 
of these same sailors visited the 
port of New York and told 
restaurant 
owners 
about 
Hambnurg Otto’s fine sand­ 
wich, which these restaurants 
in turn started making for their 
customers. In short order, all 
the sailors had to do was ask for 
a "hamburger” to get the then 
popular version. 
As so often happens, changes 
have been made in the original 
version, but the name and its 
popularity have increased over 
the years. The original was 
made like this and you might 
like to try it for a change. The 
meat patty was made of ground 
sausage beef fried in butter.

FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO 
(June 4, 1926) 


Last Monday was a good day for the 
Rural Mail Carriers of this district. 
About one hundred and fifty carriers, 
postmasters and their wives and 
children were here. The program was 
held in the High School auditorium 
with President S later of Clyde 
presiding.

The noon hour which was from one 
to two o’clock, was spent at the Park 
where a picnic luncheon was served 
by the local Chamber of Commerce. 
The ladies 
and children were 
presented complimentary tickets to 
the theatre for the afternoon. 
On resuming the program in the 
afternoon the principal feature was 
strictly on how and why to render the 
best service to the people, and the 
election of officers. 
Mr. Fletcher, one of the committee 
on arrangements ask the Herald to 
say for him and the visitors that they 
appreciate the courtesies shown 
during the convention. This is the 
second time Hamlin has entertained 
the “Mail” boys and they seem to 
esteem Hamlin very highly. 
The writer and evangelist of the 
Church of Christ in Hamlin closed a 
real good meeting Sunday night with 
an overflow audience. In fact the 
meeting was well attended, and much 
interest m anifested 
throughout, 
despite the very unwelcome tent show 
in town and the exceptionally busy 
week with the farmers. While the 
number of additions to the church was 
not large, yet it is conceded by the 
church that the greatest good ac­ 
complished was the sowing of the 
seed of the kingdom, the word of God, 
into soil and the inspiration and en­ 
couragement of the saints. 
Hearty thanks are tendered the 
Herald Editor by the evangelist and 
entire church for the liberal and at­ 
tractive advertising of the meeting. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 
(June 8, 1951) 


Further rains that fell over the 
week-end varied in totals over the 
section of Jones County in reports to 
the Herald. Average announced was 
3.88 inches for the two day period. 
Heaviest downpour was north of 
Hamlin and along the highway to 
Anson. 
Distressing development of the 
heavy rains was that none fell in the 
immediate vicinity of the new lake, 
which is source of water supply for 
Hamlin. City official watched the 
feeder creeks to the reservoir closely 
for some evidence 
of additional 
supply but none had developed 
Monday. 
The abundance of water was cause 
for feverish field preparation by 
farmers in this section for planting 


and replanting cotton as the need 
arose. 
Delay in planting of cotton has 
caused many farm ers to switch to 
maize on their acreage. 
Plans of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars to sponsor a softball league for 
the summer in Hamlin were dealt a 
severe blow in the week just passed. 
Operation of the summer program 
can only be conducted if a sufficient 
number of teams participate in the 
play and these have not aligned 
themselves with the project yet. 
Thus far Celotex, Plainview, Mc­ 
Caulley and VFW have signified that 
they would participate. Roby in­ 
dicated an interest in the league but 
have not been able to get together on 
participatiuon. A sponsor has not 
been found for the Lions Club team 
last year. Hitson has a group of 
performers who made a strong 
showing last year but has met with 
difficulty in organizing this year. 
The Sylvester club which finished in 
the league last year informed Pikey 
Woods of VFW that they have lost too 
many players to join the fracas this 
year. 
Woods has not abandoned all plans 
for the league but he told a Herald 
representative that he was waiting 
for interest to be indicated by other 
clubs.

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Tracking a basic defect 
'U 


Scientists at The University 
of Texas (Southwestern) Medi­ 
cal 
School 
at 
Dallas 
have 
tracked a basic defect which 
causes a cancer cell’s choles­ 
terol-regulating 
“ thermostat” 
to go awry. 
A normal body cell has a 
regulating 
mechanism which 
keeps it from producing too 
much or too little cholesterol. 
But a cancer cell apparently 
loses this “feedback” control 
at a time and site pinpointed 
for the first time by a research 
team headed by Dr. Marvin D. 
Siperstein at the Dallas Medical 
School. 
An enzyme called mevalon- 
ate synthetase is involved in 
the loss of feedback control in 
production of cholesterol by 
cancerous liver cells in rats, 
according to the researchers’ 
article in the latest Proceedings 
of the National Academy of 
Science. 
This breakdown is “the only 
known consistent defect in the 
control mechanism of cancer,” 
said Dr. Siperstein, a professor 
of internal medicine. 
’Important Step’ 


Dr. Siperstein termed the 
discovery “an important step” 
which tells researchers where— 
but 
not 
how 
or w hy-the 
chemical breakdown occurs. 
“Now,” he said, “we know 
exactly where the problem lies. 
We have to see what’s wrong 
with that enzyme by isolating 
it, analyzing it; and we hope 
thereby to see whether loss of 
the key controlling mechan­ 
isms (cholesterol feedback) can 
be ascribed to a specific defect 
in a specific protein.” 
Thus an investigation that 
t>egan five years ago as an 
almost accidental offshoot of 
heart 
research 
becomes 
an 
intensified 
probe 
into 
the 
mysteries of cancer cells’ chem­ 
ical malfunctions-with hoped- 
for implications aiding both 
basic knowledge and treatment 
of the disease. 
“This study may have fun­ 
damental importance in deter­ 
m ining 
w h at 
biochemical 
changes underly cancer, and it 
may offer a means of testing 
for cancer but both of these 
are in the future,” Dr. Siper­ 
stein said.

measuring 
technique, and a 
“simple blood test” similar to 
current thyroid examinations 
could one day evolve to diag­ 
nose liver cancer (and, pos­ 
sibly, other forms) in humans, 
he believes. 
‘Good One To Study’ 


Liver cancer was chosen for 
the experiments, Dr. Siperstein 
explained, because “it is a good 
one to study.” 
“We know so much about 
the biochemistry of the liver,” 
he said. 
“The slow-growing 
tumors 
offer 
a 
model 
for 
studying other cancers, and 
what is true of liver cancer 
probably will be true of other 
cancers.” (Liver cancer, rare in 
the United States, is one of the 
most common forms of human 
cancer worldwide.) 
Studies so far have concen­ 
trated on liver cancer in ani­ 
mals, but similar preliminary 
results have been obtained also 
in animals with leukemia, the 
scientist said. Experiments are 
being extended presently to 
breast cancer. 
Only tests involving humans 
so 
far 
have 
been 
biopsies 
(microscopic examinations) of 
a few liver tumors, Dr. Siper­ 
stein said. The resulting data, 
while 
inadequate 
for sound 
scientific conclusions, is none­ 
theless encouraging. 
“We found that this feed­ 
back system had been des­ 
troyed in human beings,” Dr. 
Siperstein said, comparing the 
feedback system with a ther­ 
mostat: 
“ Y ou 
feed 
cholesterol, 
cholesterol 
synthesis 
stops. 
This represents what is termed 
‘feedback control’ or thermo­ 
static control of cholesterol 
synthesis, 
and 
the 
process 
serves to keep the level of 
cholesterol on the body normal 
as 
a thermostat 
keeps 
the 
temperature in a room nor­ 
mal.” 
The 
most 
recent 
studies 
id e n tifie d 
the 
particular 
enzym e 
or 
change-causing 
chemical involved in this ther­ 
mostatic process. 
“We had a lot of indirect 
evidence that this probably was 
the enzymatic site,” he ex­ 
plained. “We took normal and 


cancer tissue from livers of rats 
and, 
using 
tracer materials, 
specifically measured the criti­ 
cal enzyme mevalonate synthe­ 
tase. 
“And we showed that in a 
normal animal liver upon being 
fed cholesterol, this enzyme 
decreased 
e n o rm o u sly ’’ — 
indicating the chemical “ ther­ 
mostat” was working. 
“ But in cancer tissue, the 
enzyme level didn’t change at 
all. That means that it was this 
enzyme that is responsible for 
the synthesis, and that it has 
become insensitive to thermo­ 
static control.” 
The result is continued pro­ 
duction by the enzyme of a 
chemical 
called 
mevalonate, 
which is manufactured in the 
cancerous tissues. 
The 
D allas 
researchers 
stumbled onto the intriguing 
cholesterol-cancer link 
while 
studying the fatty substance’s 
better-known relationship, that 
with blood vessel and heart 
disease. 
Discover Key Enzyme 


Armed with a grant from 
the 
National

he 
related. “Much to our surprise, 
cancer

Dr. Siperstein queried the 
NIH, and the federal agency 
readily agreed that the work 
should switch into this prom­ 
ising new direction. So the 
original heart-disease study was 
virtually abandoned to other 
researchers. 
“This work illustrates the 
fundamental wisdom of the 
National Institutes of Health 
policy of allowing investigators 
to 
follow 
interesting leads, 
even though those leads may 
have nothing to do with the 
original research project,” he 
observed. 
“A more restrictive policy, 
forcing scientists to do only 
what they agreed to do, would 
have prevented us from ever 
making this study.” 
Defect Precedes Disease 
Experiments with rainbow 
trout, widespread victims of 
liver cancer blamed on the 
chemical aflatoxin, confirmed 
that the cholesterol mechanism 
was knocked out by the chemi­ 
cal long before any trace of 
cancer 
appeared—indicating, 
Dr. Siperstein said, that the 
defect precedes the disease and 
not the other way around. 
That fact, plus knowledge 
that the cholesterol malfunc­ 
tion is the only known such 
defect consistently occurring in 
cancer, leads the scientists to 
th e 
obvious —but 
so 
far 
unanswerable—question: 
Do the uncontrolled choles­ 
terol output and the cancer 
process itself—also a process of 
u nc o n t r o l l e d 
growth—stem 
from the same faulty enzyma­ 
tic “thermostat”? 
In that question is sufficient 
scientific 
challenge 
to 
fuel 
laboratory labors at UTSMS 
for years to come.

salaries of legislators (to $8,400) 
and lieutenant governor and 
House speaker (to $22,500.) 
Other amendments on the 
general election ballot in 1972 
will be: 
SJR I — Providing four-year 
terms for governor and other 
statewide officials now limited 
to two-year terms. 
SJR 16 — Guaranteeing that 
no rights will be abridged 
because of sex, race, color, 
creed or national origin. 
SJR 7 — Permitting local 
governments on popular vote to 
exempt $3,000 of assessed value 
of resident hom esteads of 
persons 65 or older from all ad 
valorem taxes.

Early Certification Urged 
For Area Farm Producers 


Producers have to certify 
tlu*ir compliance under the 1971 
setaside 
farm 
program s. 
Deadline for certification in 
Jones County is August I, 1971, 
according lo A. 
D. 
Hill, 
Chairman 
of 
the 
County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation 
(ASO 
Com­ 
mittee 
In moat cases, it will be to a 
producer’s advantage to certify 
his program acres as early as 
possible, he said. However, he 
emphasized that early cer­ 
tification is optional, and that a 
producer may certify at any 
tune through August I, 1971. 
A producer must complete his 
certification before he can 
receive any set-aside payment. 
To certify, a producer signs a 
statement at the County ASCS 
Office showing the acreage 
devoted to various crops under 
the 1971 farm programs. At the 
same time, he designates the 
amount and location of his set- 
aside acres. 
“Tile Jones County ASCS 
Office is ready to give farmers 
all possible help in correctly 
certifying their acres,” Mr. Hill 
said. 
"County 
Executive 
Director Robert B. Rowland 
and his staff will be glad to 


answer any questions or help 
with problems.” 
Producers who certify in time 
for data to be processed will get 
checks for their preliminary 
set-aside program payments as 
soon after July I as possible. 
The ASC Committee Chair­ 
man pointed out that the 
preliminary feed grain and 
cotton payments could be 
complete, 
as 
additional 
payments depend on changes in 
market 
conditions. 
Such 
changes are not foreseen, he 
said. 
First payment in the cotton 
program will be 15 cents a 
pound. In corn it is set at 32 
cents per bushel, and the grain 
sorghum is 29 cents a bushel. 
Feed grain payments are made 
on established farm yield times 
one-half the feed grain base; 
those 
for 
cotton 
on 
the 
established yield times acres 
planted, but not in excess of the 
farm ’s allotm ent, Mr. Hill 
explained. 
The 
prelim inary 
wheat 
payment has not yet been an­ 
nounced but will be 75 percent of 
the estimated final value of 
domestic certificates. 
P r o d u c e r s 
r e c e i v e 
photocopies 
of 
aerial 


photography of their farms to 
help them certify, ASC Com- 
Committee Chairman Hill said. 
The photocopies show boun­ 
daries of fanns and most up-to- 
date field acreage information. 
They are valuable for planning 
farm operations as well as for 
certification 
of 
program 
compliance. 
Die County ASCS office also 
provides measurement service, 
at cost, to help producers 
detennine acreages at planting 
or at certification time. 
"Most 
producers 
are 
familiary with our system of 
certification, followed by spot 
checks around the County to 
verify 
accurace 
of 
these 
statements,” Mr. 
Hill said. 
"Producers 
can 
certify 
acreages once they complete 
their planting operations if they 
do not plan to make any 
changes. The important thing is 
to certify accurately and as 
soon as practical for early 
payments. But they must 
remember no changes can be 
made after certification.”

And What Have You

From all indications the Sidewalk 
Sale and Flea Market held here last 
Friday was a big success.

hope that the Retail

basis. It would be good for everyone 
concerned if some kind of special 
event could be staged about every 
three months. 


I hope that the courts w ill throw out 
the redistricting bill passed by the 
legislature that divides Jones County 
into two different districts. It appears 
now that there is no question but what 
the case will be taken to the courts as 
soon as the Governor signs the bill. 
There isn’t anything wrong with the 
district that the west half of Jones 
County, including Hamlin, was put in 
and there probably isn’t anything 
wrong with the district the rest of 
Jones County was put in, but the 
whole county is likely to suffer by 
being in two different districts. Jones 
County is one of the larger of the West 
Texas Counties and should muster 
some weight in legislature but not by 
being divided. 
I can foresee a number of problems 
that could face us with the county 
divided this way. Most local problems 
that deal with the legislature or 
problems that the legislature can help 
solve are county-wide in scope and it 
is likely that things will be a little 
more involved in trying to deal with 
them. 
It appears that Jones County was a 
victim of fallout in the effort by House 
Speaker Mutscher to eliminate all 
those who opposed him during the 
past session. While 
the 
problem 
wasn’t in this area the committee 
evidently started where the problems 
were and then just patched up what 
was left over to make the districts 
come out even. 
From the news stories coming out 
of Austin since the legislature ad­ 
journed it would appear that in the 
process of doing this Mutscher made 
a whole lot more enemies than he did 
friends. He started out opposing the 
re-election of the so called “dirty 30” 
who opposed him and now it looks like 
he will be lucky if he can come up with 
30 that back him. 
If it were not for the fact that we 
will have to live with the results of 
redistricting for IO years, barring a 
court ordered change, it would be 
some consolation that the legislature 
just 
gets 
to 
make 
a 
mess 
of 
redistricting every IO years. 
Congressman Omar Burleson came 
out better in the Congressional 
redistricting than it first looked like 
he might. He lost some counties and 
gained some but all in all he came out 
in pretty good shape. It first looked 
like he would be moved over to the 
point where he would have to have a 
big part of Fort Worth in his district. 
It is hard to find anything common 
between the needs of Fort Worth and 
the needs of Hamlin. 
I suspect that since Lt. Gov. Ben 
Barnes lives in Burleson’s district 
this had something to do with his 
coming out as well as he did. 
As far as the State Senate is con­ 
cerned the legislature failed to come 
up with a redistricting bill and the 
matter will have to be handled by a 
special committee. While this method 
is used only when the legislature fails 
to do the job, I suspect that in the long 
run there would be less politics in­ 
volved if all of the redistricting was 
done by special committees. It is hard 
for a legislator not to think of his own 
political future before he thinks about 
anything else. 
Unless the committee that works on 
the Senatorial district goes oil on a 
new tangent, it is likely that Jones 
County will remain in the district 
being served by David Ratliff of 
Stamford.

Scientists at The University 
of Texas (Southw estern) Medi­ 
cal 
School 
at 
Dallas 
have 
tracked a basic defect which 
causes a cancer cell’s choles­ 
terol-regulating 
“ therm ostat” 
to go awry. 
A normal body cell has a 
regulating 
m echanism 
which 
keeps it from producing too 
much or too little cholesterol. 
But a cancer cell apparently 
loses this “ feedback” control 
at a time and site pinpointed 
for the first time by a research 
team headed by Dr. Marvin D. 
Siperstein at the Dallas Medical 
School. 
An enzyme called mevalon- 
ate synthetase is involved in 
the loss o f feedback control in 
production of cholesterol by 
cancerous liver cells in rats, 
according to the researchers’ 
article in the latest Proceedings 
of the National Academy of 
Science. 
This breakdow n is “ the only 
known consistent defect in the 
control mechanism of cancer,” 
said Dr. Siperstein, a professor 
of internal medicine. 
important Step’ 


Dr. Siperstein term ed the 
discovery “ an im portant step” 
which tells researchers w here— 
but 
not 
how 
or 
w h y -th e 
chemical breakdow n occurs. 
“ N ow ,” he said, “ we know 
exactly where the problem lies. 
We have to sec w h at’s wrong 
with that enzym e by isolating 
it, analyzing it; and we hope 
thereby to see w hether loss of 
the key controlling mcchan- 


Lsms (cholesterol feedback) can 
be ascribed to a specific defect 
in a specific pro tein .” 
Thus an investigation that

ago as an 
almost accidental offshoot of

becomes

mysteries of cancer cells’ chem­ 
ical m alfunctions with hoped- 
for implications aiding both 
basic knowledge and treatm ent 
of the disease. 
"This study may have fun­

may offer a means of testing 
for cancer but both of these 
are in the future,” Dr. Siper 
stein said.

“We know so much about 
the biochemistry of the liver,” 
he 
said. 
“The 
slow-growing 
tum ors 
offer 
a 
model 
for 
studying 
other cancers, 
and 
what is true of liver cancer 
probably will be true of other 
cancers.” (Liver cancer, rare in 
the United States, is one of the 
m ost com m on forms of human 
cancer worldwide.) 
Studies so far have concen­ 
trated on liver cancer in ani­ 
mals, but similar preliminary 
results have been obtained also 
in animals with leukemia, the 
scientist said. Experiments are 
being extended 
presently to 
breast cancer. 
Only tests involving humans 
so 
far 
have 
been 
biopsies 
(microscopic examinations) of 
a few liver tumors, Dr. Siper­ 
stein said. The resulting data, 
while 
inadequate 
for sound 
scientific conclusions, is none­ 
theless encouraging. 
“We found that this feed­

Siperstein said, comparing the 
feedback system with a ther­ 
mostat:

“ But in cancer tissue, the 
enzyme level didn’t change at 
all. T hat means that it was this 
enzyme that is responsible for 
the synthesis, and that it has 
become insensitive to therm o­ 
static control.”

Armed with a grant from

cholesterol levels are high in 
many heart patients. 
In 
the process, they dis­ 
covered the key enzyme sus­ 
pected of controling the feed­ 
back regulation.

sy n th e size 
cholesterol,” 
he 
related. “ Much to our surprise, 
cancer 
not 
only 
produced 
cholesterol,

Dr. Siperstein queried the 
NIU, and the federal agency 
readily agreed that the work 
should switch into this prom ­

So the 
original heart-disease study was 
virtually abandoned to other 
researchers.

Defect Precedes Disease 


Experim ents with rainbow 
trout, 
widespread victims of 
liver cancer blam ed 
on 
the 
chemical aflatoxin, confirm ed 
that the cholesterol mechanism 
was knocked out by the chem i­ 
cal long before any trace of 
c a n c e r 
appeared—indicating, 
Dr. Siperstein said, that the 
defect precedes the disease and 
not the other way around. 
That fact, plus knowledge 
that the cholesterol m alfunc­ 
tion is the only know n such 
defect consistently occurring in 
cancer, leads the scientists to 
th e 
o b v i o u s —b u t 
so 
far 
unanswerable—question: 
Do the uncontrolled choles­ 
terol o u tp u t and the cancer 
process its e lf - also a process of 
u n c o n t r o l l e d 
growth —stem 
from the same faulty enzym a­ 
tic “ th erm o stat” ? 
In that question is sufficient 
scientific 
challenge 
to 
fuel 
laboratory 
labors at UTSMS 
for years to come.

voters in November, 1972. 
Among major ones is HJR 61, 
which would authorize the 1973 
Legislature to serve as a con­ 
stitutional revision convention. 
Two others (HJR 58 and HJR 
95) would provide for raise in 
salaries of legislators (to $8.400) 
and lieutenant governor and 
House speaker (to $22,500.) 
Other amendments on the 
general election ballot in 1972 
will be : 
SJR I — Providing four-year 
terms for governor and other 
statewide officials now limited 
to two-year terms. 
SJR 16 — Guaranteeing that 
no rights will be abridged 
because of sex, race, color, 
creed or national origin. 
SJR 7 — Permitting local 
governments on popular vote to 
exempt $3,000 of assessed value 
of resident hom esteads of 
persons 65 or older from all ad 
valorem taxes. 
HJR 68 — Providing for ad­ 
vertising (twice) of proposed 
constitutional amendments in 
clear, concise language in all 
legal newspapers in Texas. 
HJR 35 — Authorizing a tax 
exemption 
for 
disabled 
veterans and a partial exemp­ 
tion 
for 
partially-disabled 
veterans. 
HJR 57 — Permitting county 
commissioners to reduce the 
county permanent school fund 
and provide for payment of 
money to independent and 
common school districts on a 
per-scholastic basis.

LIQUOR TAX PASSED — 
Tax on 
liquor-by-the-drink 
passed in the first days of the 
special legislative session. 
Measure (HB 3) will place a 
IO percent gross receipts levy 
on sales and service of mixed 
drinks in bars and private 
clubs. Cities and counties each 
will get 
15 percent of the 
revenue collected within their 
boundaries. 
Bill also boosted the tax on 
liauor from $1.68 to $2 a gallon 


and upped the wine gallonage 
tax depending on strength of the 
wine. 
Beer tax on July I will go up 
from $4.30 to $5 a barrel. This 
rate supercedes the $6 a barrel 
ordered in the regular session 
omnibus tax bill (HB 730)) 
About $28 million in new 
revenue for the next two years 
is expected from the bill. 
AIR PERMITS NECESSARY 
A new law provides that any 
company planning to construct 
or modify a facility which may 
emit air contaminants must get 
a construction permit from the 
Air Control Board. 
If a construction permit is 
granted the facility must also 
have a permit to operate before 
going into actual operation. 
Air Control Board will for­ 
m ulate procedures for im ­ 
plem entation of the perm it 
system.

Early Certification Urged 


For Area Farm Producers 


Producers have to certify 
their compliance under the 1971 
s e a s id e 
farm 
program s. 
Deadline for certification in 
Jones County is August I, 1971, 
according 
to 
A. 
D. 
Hill, 
Chairm an 
of 
the 
County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation 
(A SO 
Com­ 
mittee. 
In most cases, it will be to a 
producer’s advantage to certify 
his program acres as early as 
possible, he said. However, he 
em phasized that early ce r­ 
tification is optional, and that a 
producer may certify at any 
time through August I, 1971. 
A producer must complete his 
certification before he can 
receive any set-aside payment. 
To certify, a producer signs a 
statement at the County ASCS 
Office showing the 
acreage 
devoted to various crops under 
the 1971 farm programs. At the 
same time, he designates the 
amount and location of his set- 
aside acres. 
“The Jones County 
ASCS 
Office is ready to give farmers 
all possible help in correctly 
certifying their acres,” Mr. Hill 
said. 
“ County 
Executive 
Director Robert B. Rowland 
and his staff will be glad to 


answer any questions or help 
with problems.” 
Producers who certify in time 
for data to be processed will get 
checks for their preliminary 
set-aside program payments as 
soon after July I as possible. 
The ASC Committee Chair­ 
man pointed out that the 
preliminary 
feed grain 
and 
cotton paym ents could 
be 
com plete, 
as 
additional 
payments depend on changes in 
m arket 
conditions. 
Such 
changes are not foreseen, he 
said. 
First payment in the cotton 
program will be 15 cents a 
pound. In corn it is set at 32 
cents per bushel, and the grain 
sorghum is 29 cents a bushel. 
Feed grain payments are made 
on established farm yield times 
one-half the feed grain base; 
those 
for 
cotton 
on 
the 
established yield times acres 
planted, but not in excess of the 
fa rm ’s allotm ent, Mr. Hill 
explained. 
The 
prelim inary 
w heat 
payment has not yet been an­ 
nounced but will be 75 percent of 
the estimated final value of 
domestic certificates. 
P r o d u c e r s 
r e c e i v e 
photocopies 
of 
aerial 


photography of their farms to 
help them certify, ASC Com- 
Committee Chairman Hill said. 
The photocopies show boun­ 
daries of farms and most up-to- 
date field acreage information. 
They are valuable for planning 
farm operations as well as for 
certification 
of 
program 
compliance. 
The County ASCS office also 
provides measurement service, 
at 
cost, 
to 
help producers 
determine acreages at planting 
or at certification time. 
“ Most 
producers 
are 
familiary with our system of 
certification, followed by spot 
checks around the County to 
verify 
accurace 
of 
these 
statem ents,’’ 
Mr. 
Hill 
said. 
“ Producers 
can 
certify 
acreages once they complete 
their planting operations if they 
do not 
plan 
to make any 
changes. The important thing is 
to certify accurately and as 
soon as practical for early 
paym ents. 
But they m ust 
remember no changes can be 
made after certification.”
